It the costs of production fix the
value of gold, then Alaskan gold should
be very valuable Indeed, If we consider
the llves lost, the men disabled for
life, the Intense sufferings of mind and
body Incurred, the many whoe fall to
get any return for time, labor and
money expended, and the anguish of
those al home on account of the pros-
pectors. But Alaskan gold brings no
more nor less than African, or Califor-
nian, or South American gold. In fact,
it s 80 much money, 25.8 grains to the
dollar, the moment produced, wherever
produced, no matter how much It cost
to produce, and no matter in what
quantity produced, nor whether at a
profit or losa to the miners or finders.

Nor will it do to say that it |s the
average cost of production that fixes
the value of gold and silver, as in other
productions. There is too much chance
In gold and sllver mining for the ele-
ment of cost to have anything to do
with it essentially. It is not at all like
producing a erop of wheat, or a drove
of eallle, a flock of sheep, &0 much
worllen or cotton cloth, or steam-en-
gines, or steel rails, or rallroad ties,
or other commodities, wherein one can
pretty delinitely calculate, within cer-
tain limlts, what a prudent investment
of so much time, labor and capital will
produce, to compete In the markets for
i price. n

elther, or any, party ls concerned, is
in the nominating of the candidate.

Thepeople of Tarboro, N. C., after o
full discusslon and consideration of the
matler, have decided on the town
ownershlp and opgration of Its public
franchises, at least so far as these are
developed, and will petition the North
Carolina. Leglslature for authority 1o
issue the necessary bonds for the pur-
pose.

This Is'a common-sense conelusion to
which towns and citiee generally are
rapidly tending, desplite the power and
Influence of private capital and its or-
ganized combinations and aggregations.
There s nothing communistic, nor
soclalistie (in an adverse sensec) In
munielpal control of these franchises,
a8 everyong who enjoys their benefits
will have to pay for them Jjustly; but
the rates are under the common con-
trol, all profits will be for the common
weal and all necessary Improvements
can be made as required by the pub-
lie necessities, or convenlence.

The great point, however (generally
overlooked). Is that the town, or elity,
and Its people thus preserve their free-
dom and Independence, which are fre-
quently lost In some |ll-understood or
delusive contract with a cunning cor-
poration and Its attorneys. When a
city and Its people buy a whistle by
giving away something which cost
them little or nothing, but which may

th-muoh—then or-later, it iz sag

he—w

nether millstones, with no hope save in
the people at the polls next year. That
will prove a forlorn hope, we fear, un-
less the people arouse In time to a full
sense of thelr danger and that of the
country, and put In effect some efMelent
means (o protect ballot-boxes, counts
and returns from fraud.
—

wis that of a eanal-boat, In which five
lives were lost.

The Pollee Justice of Richmond sent
a young man to jall recently for 15
days for stealing n newspaper from a
subseriber's door. To some this may
seem a heavy penalty for a light of-
fence; but that Is to misapprehend the
matier. The newspaper costs but a few
cents, but it is as much the property of

the purchaser or subscriber ns
it It were a diamond and eost
many dollars. The fact that it
lles at Its owner's door Is a case of

necessity, or convenience, in delivery,
and iis exposure thus is in reliance on
the common honesty of passers-by. If
this reliance falls, the clreulation of the
paper suffers, the people cannot get
their paper promptly, or there are cost
and difficulty in arranging a securer
delivery.

It is not much to Insist that thls mods
of paper-delivery should be protected.
It is for public-benefit—for the good of
all; and even the professional  thief
might well spare the eltizen his morn-
Ing news-sheet. But this petty form of
steallng is very frequent In Richmond
(as it is mot rare here), and exceeding-
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Ing the army to 00,000 men and glving
the Presldent power to Inorease it to
100,000. It Is freely declared thal the
Algerized adminlstration will never be
able to ‘sectire recrults to ralse the
regular army to 100,000, There must be
congcriptlon or tremendous bounties of
£500 or $1,000 for each volunteer, ns at
the close of the civil war.

FRAUD IN THE QUAKER CITY.
[Washington Poat.]

Nine Philadelphin cltizens issued on
Monday last & statement, over thelr
eminently respectable names, in which
they solicit contributions to o fund to
be used for the prosecutlon of frauds
In the election of November, 1893. The
fraud ery 18 not a novelty in any clty.
It Is the usual and last resort of a de-
feated party In a close and hard-fought
campalgn.  This ery has often been
raised in Philadelphia, for, In splie of
the Immense Republican majority in
that eity, there are factlonal fights
which enter into campaigns and se-
riously affect the prospects of local
candidates,

The present outery agalnst fraud In
Philadelphla has a sustained foree that
Is unprecedented. It began on the day
after the electlon, and thepe has been
no let-up.  Facts have been brought to
llght which seem to indicate that the
election In question wns o carnival of
politieal rascality, The statement |s-
sued by the organlzation which pro-
poges to hunt the rascals down con-
taing some remarkable assertions. For
Instance, It says: “Some of our most

respected Judges have stated that, in

thele opinlon, 25 per cent, of the vote
counted in Philadelphia at the Novem-
ber election was fraudulent,”” The com-
mittee of citizens further state that
they have “overwhelming evidence that
at that time the very gravest crimes
Were perpetrated against the purity of
the ballot,” and that It is doubtrul *“ir
ever before in the history of m clty
;\-unfrraud 50 widespread and unblush-
ng.'"'

It would seem to the disintercsted
outsider that the sltuation furnishes nn
Opportunity for beneficent activity on
the part of the Distriel Attorney.

Mr. Cum-
mings declaved that he offered the re-
solution in the interest of orgnnized
labar, and that “everyvthing indicated
that the army would be used to op-
press organized  labor if  the oppor-
tunity offered or corpornte capitnl de-
manded it The Cummings amend-
ment was defeated by o party vote—a92
Democrats for it and 123 Republicans
agalnsl.
